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DETAILED ACTION 
Notice to Applicant 

1 . This communication is in response to the notice of appeal filed 09/7/2007 and the 
pre-appeal conference decision maid on 03/04/2008. Claims 1-22, 42-51 remain 
pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-22, 42-51 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record neither anticipates nor renders obvious to a method and a 
computer readable medium carrying a machine readable database for evaluating a 
clinical trial protocol specification comprising, inter alia, during the step of encoding 
workflow tasks but not during any of sub-steps, identifying an operational uncertainty in 
which the protocol specification contains a deficiency; and displaying a graphical-visual 
representation of protocol, which includes a human-perceptible indication that the 
particular protocol specification object has the operational uncertainty associated 
therewith. 

4. The most remarkable prior art of record is Briegs et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
7,054,823 B1). Although Briegs et al. teaches a system for designing and monitoring 
clinical trials includes a main database of information concerning prior clinical trials and 
resources available to conduct future clinical trial (abstract), Briegs et al. fails to teach 
during the step of encoding workflow tasks but not during any of sub-steps, identifying 
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an operational uncertainty in which the protocol specification contains a deficiency; and 
displaying a graphical-visual representation of protocol, which includes a human- 
perceptible indication that the particular protocol specification object has the operational 
uncertainty associated therewith. 

5. The deficiencies are not remedied in any other reference, and no reference 
teaches these deficiencies. 

6. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
